Driving through the streets in 
Ottawa I saw signs reading such 
as “Fatal accident occurred here, 
watch your driving.” This sign 
somehow automatically registers 
with the driver of the vehicle 
and suddenly he or she check 
the driving, moreso, if the hus- 
band is driving and the wife 
reads the sign. The driver after 
reading the sign will drive very 
carefully, and I am writing this 
from my own experience, and 
have talked to many others who 
agreed with me. The driver keeps 
in mind, while driving, of that 
fatal accident that did occur 
sometime ago at such and such 
a place and hates to be a victim 
or a cause to another accident of 
that nature, He may be driving 
all morning or all afternoon and 
will run into five or six signs 
such as mentioned above, and 
you may be assured that the 
driver will come home with A-1 
driving to his name. 

I would suggest that such signs 
be placed on the streets of Ed- 
monton, on highways, etc., for we 
have a record of fatal accidents 
in the city of Edmonton and in 
the province of Alberta, though 
I wouldn't say that the percent- 
age is higher than elsewhere, but 
we can probably make it still 
lower, and if more lives could 
be saved so mich to the good,

Browsing around yesterday 
with a column on various U.S.A. 
impressions J] stumbled on an 
idea that might stand up under 
some further investigation, to 
wit; a coast-to-coast radio show 
in these United States devoted to 
selling Canada. 

Made the suggestion because 
it seems to us all too apparent 
that the average American has 
no more than a myopic view of 
Canada and of Canadians, We are 
considered, if at all, as a large, 
Jonely wilderness up thataway.

Of course, we need to rap the 
Americans affectionately over the 
knuckles with a littie propaganda 
for more than mere egotistical 
reasons, This is our biggest mar- 
ket. It's only smart merchandising 
to let the customer know of the 
people behind fhe product so that 
a “Made In Canada” label will 
have a personal meaning.

These miniature X-ray 
films are not quite as reliable as 
the full-sized ones, but they do 
reveal anything suspicious and 
then a regular film can be made. 


Many People 
Are Helped 


What makes these smal! films 
particularly valuable is that they 
permit 80 many people to have 
X-rays taken and thus serve to 


discover unsuspected cases of the 
disease in the early eu: ble 
slages. 

This idea of community surveys 


is no wild dream or untried 
scheme, It was probably tried 
first in Savannah, Ga., where 


nearly 75,000 residents appeared 
voluntarily for chest X-rays, 

Since then other cities, inc'»d- 
ing Seattle, Washington, Cleve- 
land, O., and Washing’ », D.C, 
have carried out surveys, At pre- 
sent the largest campaign of all is 
taking place in Los Angeles and 
if the people cooperate that y 
will probably exceed Cleveland's 
total of nearly 700,000 chest X 
rays.

We had a striking small-scale 
example of that in Korea, The 
North Korean aggressors had 
chased the Americans all but 
completely out of the country; 
but a small force landed far be- 
hind the aggressors, neatly cut 
off the limb behind them, 

The military master minds in 
the Kremlin are not so dumb as 
not to see the lesson in that. 

The Communists may be at- 
tempting, however, to get expand- 
able wars going, in fact, without 
having those wars declared, 

They know that the UN would 
not dream of authorizing the use 
of atomic bombs on Moscow 
merely because Chinese Commu- 
nists have crossed into Korea. 
They also know that on the very 
first day of the war in Korea the 
United States, by proclaiming its 
naval protection of the Chinese 
(not Korean) Island of Formosa, 
put itself in a dubious position 
legally. They know that this U.S. 
blunder was never supported, but 
repudiated by the other UN sup- 
porters, notably by Britain, Can- 
afla and India,

The same aims of preventing the 
spread of conflict dictate Canada’s 
policy on Formosa, Mr. Pearson

of United States action in guarding 
sea approaches to Formosa during 
the Korean fighting. 

Canada was prepared to sup- 
port any United Nations decision 
that Formosa continue to be 
“neutralized” as long as the 
Korean war made it necessary
